The Sixth District Democrats 
Unable to Agree. 


Adjournment of the Congressional 
Convention without Action. 


No One Willing to Accept the Nom- 
Anation as a Gift. 


To Make Another Trial in Los Angeles 
September 10—A Lively Session De- 
voted to Debate—The Rall- 
road as a Factor, 


Santa Barpara, Aug. 24.—[Special. | 
The Sixth District Democratic Congres- 
sional Convention met in Music Hall, 
on Anapamu street, this morning. The 
delegates were very slow in getting to- 
gether, and there were not more than 
half of them in {heir seats, when, at 
10:30 o’clock J.\M. Baumgardner of 
Santa Ynez, secretary of the conven- 
tion, called the meeting to order. Mr. 
Baumgardner announced that the chair- 


{ man, Louis Warden of San Luis Obispo 


was unavoidably absent on account of 
sickness, and the first business would, 
therefore, be the selection ofa chair- 
man. 

John Conway of Santa Barbara, at the 
request of the San Luis delegation, 
nominated Hon, R. F. Del Valle of Los 
Angeles, and that gentleman was 
elected by acclamation. 

Mr. Del Valle, on taking the chair, 
briefly addressed the convention, stating 
that asa member of the State Auxiliary 
Committee he had made an investiga- 
tion of the condition of the Democratic 
party, and he could state it as a fact 
that it was satisfactory to the commit- 


tee. There 'isno doubt, he said, of the. 


success of the Democratic party, and 
thos* who have been led off after 
strange gods are coming back into the 
fold because they realize that Grover 
Cleveland is to be the next President of 
the United States. The name of the 
fat prophet was received with applause, 
and after calling on the delegates not 
to rush matters, but to goabout the 
-business before them with due deiibera- 
tionand exercise judgment, Mr. Del 
Valle announced that the convention 
Was ready to proceed. 

On motion of Hon. Stephen M, White 
of Los Angeles a committee of three 
was appointed on credentials, the con- 
vention taking a recess of five minutes 
to enable the Chair to make his Selec- 
tiots. 

On reassembling the Chair announced 
the Committee on Credentials as fol- 
lows: John McGonigle, Ventura; E. 
W. Gaty, Santa Barbara, and H. A. 
Green. Monterey. The delegates passed 
up their credentials to the committee, 
who took charge of -them, and the con- 
vention took another recess for fifteen 
minutes,» 

During the recess the first ight of the 
convention took place and it was a hot 
one. “Col. W. R. Burke and ‘‘Chalk”’ 
Roberts were the star performers. Maj, 
Burke was in the ante-room during the 
meeting of the Committee on Creden- 
‘tials, talking to one or two of the dele- 
gates about matters before the conven- 
tion. A group of Tammanyites were 
standing near by. It appears. that 
there has been bad blood between the 
Major and ‘“‘Chalk’’ and the latter took 
some of the Major’s remarks on divers 
occasions as personal to. himself, 
Roberts call the Major aside and re- 
marked that he understood that he had 
been talking about him. The Major re- 
plied that such was not the case, as, if 
he had anything to say, he would say it 
to hisface. The lie passed and without 
more ado ‘‘Chalk’’ smashed the Major 


with great violence on his near jaw. . 


Instantly all was confusion. There was 
awild rush of delegates to stop the 
fight and hush upthescandal. ‘Chalk’ 
was rushed down the steps and the 
Major retired to the ante-room, when 
the delegates wandered back into the 
hall, one of them sadly remarking, ‘‘No 
wonder they call us toughs and hood- 
lums when such things take place at 
our conventions.”’ 

This little episode furnished talk for 
the balance of the recess, and the time 
slipped quickly by until 11:35 o’clock, 
when the convention was again called 
to order, and the Committee on Creden- 
tials presented its report, which was 
read as follows:

J. Marion. Brooks called attention to 
the fact that bis name did not appear 
in the report as a delegate. He also 
bad a proxy for P. M. Scott, which had 
also been omitted. W. S. Waters also 
called attention to the fact that his 
name had been omitted, and on motion 
their names were added to the list. 

Mr. Brooks @iso challenged the report 
on the Monterey delegation, saying that 
he could not understand how one man 
(Mr. Green) could vote the entire dele- 
gation of a county, when he had but one 
vote and one proxy. 

Mr. Green being the only member of 
the Monterey celegation present he 
was, after debate, allowed to cast the 
full yote, only Mr. Brooks voting in the 
negative, the result being received with 
the wildest cheers, and the report was 
finally adopted. 

Mayor E. W. Gaty was, on motion of 
T. E. Gibbon, unanimously elected vice- 
chairman of the convention, and made 
a short speech, welcoming the dele- 
gates, and saying that they were assem- 
bled to nominate a candidate for Con- 
gress, not merely asa matter of form, 
but to elect him. Any other action on 
the part of the convention would be 
rank cowardice, and unworthy of the 
party. 

Mayor Gaty’s remarks were received 
with applause.. 

On motion of Mr. White, the Chair 
was authorized to appoint a Committee 
on Resolutions, consisting of one from 
each county and the convention took a 
recess until 1:80 o'clock. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

During the moon recess there was a 
great deal of caucusing, and it was 
not until 1:50 o’clock that the conven- 
tion was called to order, when the fol- 
lowing committee on resolutions was 
announced: Stephen M. White, Los 
Angeles, chairman; T. A. Lice, Ven- 
tura; J. M. Baumgardner, San Luis 
Obispo; William Lavies, Santa Bar- 
bara; EH. A, Cruz, Monterey. Santa 
Cruz not being represented no member 
could be appointed. 

A recess of five minutes was declared 
while the committee met on the piat- 
form and signed the resolutions, which 
had been prepared during the noon 
hour. The resolutions were then read 
by Mr. White as follews, he prefacing 
the reading with théwemark that there 
was no minority report: 


Resolved, by the Democracy of the Sixth 
Congress District of 


National and State conyentions, and to the 
tickels presented by those conventions. 
We pledge our unfaltering and enthusiastic 
support to our great Jeaders, Cleveland 
and Stevenson. Their public services and 
untarnished characters eminently qualify 
them for the nigh positions to which they 
are about to be called by the intelligent 
preference of the American people. 

The resgiutions were adopted with a 
rush, when George 8S. Patton presented 
the following resolution, which lie read: 

Resolved, thatthe chairman of this con- 
vention be and he is hereby authorized and 
instructed to appoint from the membership 
of this convention nine delegates, to-wit: 
four from the county of Los Angeles and 
one from each of the other counties com- 
posing the Sixth Congress District of this 
State. together with the member of the 
Avxilliary Committee of the State Demo- 
cratic Committee, who reside within said | 
Sixth District, and that they be and hereby 
are appointed delegates to constitute a con- 
vention of the Democratic party of said 
Sixth Congress Districtto select a candi- 
date for Congress from said district; and 
the chairman and secretary of such con- 
vention shall certify such nomination when 
made intbe form prescribed by section 
1187 of the Political Code of this State. 
Said delegates, when organized as such con- 
vention, shall constitute a convention, as 
the term is used in section 1186 of tlie said 
Political Code, empowered to select and 
nominate a candidate for the Congress of 
the United States from such Sixth District. 

Mr. Patton then addressed the conven- 
tion at length in support of his resolu- 
tion. Hesaid that the party is con- 
fronted by a grave responsibility. 
With a candidate backed by the full 
strength of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany put up by the opposition, it is the 
duty of the convention to weigh well 
its action, and he asked that they take 
time for cool, calm deliberation. Mr. 
Patton said there is no doubt but what 
some of the very men who are clamor- 
ing for a straight Democratic nomina- 
tion are wa:tiug to slaughter that nomi- 
nee, If it could be shown that such is 
not the case the situation would be 
changed, but this factis known to the 
convention. Mr. Patton made an elo- 
quent plea to the convention to do noth- 
ing rash, but to take time and weigh 
welltheir action, tothe end that the 
best interests of the party ,might be 
subserved. 

M. P. Snyder moved as a substitute 
for the Patton resolution, that the con- 
vention adjourn to meet in Los Angeles, 
September 10, at 10a.m., which mo- 
tion was seconded by F. M. Nickell, also 
of Los Angeles. 

Capt. A. W. Barrett of Los Angeles in 
a brief speech seconded che Patton res- 
olution and was followed by Mr. Con- 
waf of Santa Barbara, who also sec- 
onded it, saying that the party found 
itself without a single man who would 
accept the nomination, and that some 
action of this kind is necessary to give 
them a chance to deliberate and agree 
on some plan of action, by which the 
existing difficulty can be overcome. 

T. E. Gibbon of Los Angeles favored 
the substitute of Mr. Snyder. He did 
not think the convention had a right to 
shirk its duty and put the responsibility 
onthe shouldersof acommittee. It was 
not Democratic. He realized the grav- 
ity of the situation and wanted time to 
consider the matter, but he thought the 
issue is of such magnitude that it should 
be passed upon by the entire conven- 
tion. 

Mr. White of Los Angeles -favored 
the Patton resolution, 
he had assisted in framing. The reso- 


lution had been very carefully drawn,

and, in his opinion, would come within 
the sections of the law quoted. In case 
the convention met ‘in Los Angeles it 
would bein no better fix than it is at 
present. There would probably be as 
large an attendance as there is at pres- 
ent, when one country is not repre- 
sented at all, while another has but one 
delegate in attendance. The commit- 
tee would be composed of cool, level- 
headed men, who would canvass the 
entire situation, and he knew that their 
decision would be satisfactory to the 
party. 

Senator Del Valle then took the floor. 
and made a strong speech against the 
Patton resolution. He did not think 
the convention had a right to delegate 
its authority toa committee appointed 
by any one. Such action is against all 
precedents and traditions of the party, 
even if it is legal, and he therefore was 
opposed to it. The whole, only propo- 
sition before the convention was, 
whether it is policy to nominate a 
straight-out Democrat or whether it is 
best to go outside the party for a can- 
didate. Hefor one favored the nomi- 
nation of a straight-out Democrat as a 
matter of principle, and so would vote 
for the adjournment, and in the mean- 
time a candidate could probably be 
found. 

Mr. White, in reply to Mr. Del Valle, 
said that gentleman had gone outside 
the issue before the convention. He 
believed the resolution complied with 
the law. Asfor himself he had long 
tought the battles ‘of the Democracy, 


and expecied to continue to-do..so,. but 


he did not propose to allow his partisan- 
ship to assist in the election of a man 
whom he and every one else in the 
party believed should be the last.man 
to be elected, nor would he assist in 
sending a man to Congress who would 
vote for the Force Bill and support a 
robbing tariff. Still, under the circum- 
stances, he Would vote for the substi- 
tute of Mr. Snyder. 

Mr. Patton said he desired to say one 
word more. Convince the party that 


‘the Southern Pacific is not behind this 


fight, that the trap is not set and that 
some of the very men who are calling 
loudest for a nomination are not waiting 
to knife the nominee, and in place of the 
nomination going begging dozens of 
good men would be found, not only will- 
ing to accept it, but who would fight 
for it and spend their time and money 
to make a canvass.

The Switchmen’s Strike at 
an End. 


Sweeney Makes a Last Effort to In- 
duce More Men to Go Out. 


Firemen, Conductors and Trainmen 
All Decline. 


An Order Issued at Midnight Declaring 
the Strike Off—Probably One-half 
the Strikers will be 
Re-employed. 


By Telecraph to The Times. 

Berra.o, Aug. 25.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.} At midnight tonight 
Sweeney, the head of the switchmen’s 


order, officially recognized the fact that | 


the strike movement of switchmen 
which was inaugurated twelve days ago, 
had failed. In the official terms of his 
order the strike is declared off. The 
men will, before daylight, be notified 
by local officials that they are now at 
liberty to get back their places if they 
can. 

By noon today each of the labor 
leaders, save Arthur and Thurston, were 
in the city. At 4 o’clock this afternoon 
the leaders went into conference. 
Sweeney immediately set forth, at 
length, the position in which he and his 
men were placed. 

At the conclusion of Sweeney's state- 
ments, Sargent reiterated whathe had 
already said, that his men would not go 
ona sympathetic strike unless ail the 
railway organizations did so. Clark 
stated that the conductors had no 
grievance and that while they believed 
the demands of the switchmen just, 
there would be no strike of conductors, 
save it was to redress the wrongs of 
conductors. Wilkinson, for the train- 
men,informed the switchmen’s leader 
that he felt that the original demands 
of the switchmen were fair, if ever de- 
mands were, but his order could not 
consent to codperation by a sympathetic 
strike. In these statements Sweeney 
received his ultimatum. 

The conference broke up about 7 
o'clock. Sweeney proceeded at once 
to a conference.of local representatives 
of the switchmen. This proceeded 
until after 11 o’clock, Then repre- 
sentatives of the press were called into 
asmallroom adjoining the conference 
chamber and to them Mr. Sweeney an- 
nounced that a conclusion had been 
reached by duly authorized representa- 
tives of the switchmen and that it was

The news was carried out towan the 
East Buffalo yards at once by messen- 
gers, and before dawn the idle switch- 
men knew that they were at liberty 
again to seek work where they could. 

“It is estimated by Arbitration Com- 
missiéner Donovan. who called upon 
the railway officials in behalf of the 
men, that nearly 50 per cent. of the 
now idle switchmen will be reémployed. 
It is probable that the troops will be 
speedily withdrawn, the local militia 
being left to furnish such protection as 
may be necessary. 


| EFFORTS AT ARBITRATION. 

The State Board of Arbitration met 
yesterday morning and heard evidence 
about the present difficulty here. A 
copy of the recent ten-hour law was 
placed in evidence. The demands made 
upon the Erie and other roads 
were read and ae detailed ac- 
count of the Grievance Committee’s 
labors was made. One witness testified 
that he worked over ten hours without 
pay since the passage of the ten-hour 
law. A Buffalo Creek switchman testi- 
fied that he worked thirty-six hours on 
a stretch and often eighteen and nine- 
teen hours at a time. After some 
further testimony ot a similar nature 
had been elicited the board adjourned 
until 10 o’clock today. 

A DYING STRIKER’S STORY. 

The ante-mortem statement of 
Thomas Manaher, who was shot atthe 
Tifft farm Tuesday night by members of 
the Twenty-second Regiment, has been 
taken. Hesaid hehad beena switch- 
man forthe Buffalo Creek Railroad, was 
a native of America and was 37 
years old. He was standin on 
the corner of Ganson street and the 
turnpike early last evening with four or 
five other men. Manaher struck one of 
the men working on the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad and the man fired two shots at 
him froma revolver. Neither of the 
shots took effect. Then soldiers came 
up and fired two shots and ‘‘put bullets 
in me.”’ 

“They had guns. They did not tell 
me to stop,’’ continued Manaher. ‘‘I 
walked over to a saloon on Ganson 
street; and the soldiers followed me 
and made me a prisoner. Then they 
took me tothe Lehigh Valley’s emer- 
gency hospital and ‘afterwards to the 
Sisters’ hospital. I did not see the men 
‘who were with me on Ganson 
street do anything. They followed 
me to the saloon andI sawthe soldiers 
take one of them. I .~ttacked the 
‘‘scab’’ because he was working in my 
place. I carried no weapoas.’’ It is 
not believed Manaher will] live through 
the night.

Cholera Cases at Hamburg 
and Antwerp. 


The Former Port to be Closed Unless 
_ the Disease Subsides. 


More Hopeful Reports as to the Out- 
break at Havre. 


The Disease Reported to Haye Appeared 
in Berlin—Health Authorities in the 
United States Prepared for 
the Emergency.

Aug. 24.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.| Official statistics 
show that during the period between 
“August 18 and yesterday there were 
219 cases of suspected cholera. Of 
this number seventy-five patients died. 
Today the heat is oppressive despite a 
heavy thunder-storm. All shops where 
disinfectants are sold are besieged by 
crowds of people clamoring for various 
preventatives. shop-keepers 
have sold out every ounce of their dis- 
. infectants. 

Eighty cases of cholera were re- 
ported at Altona today, including three 
/ eases of Asiatic cholera. Business pro- 
ceeds as usual. Schools are closed the 
greater part of the day: The police 
and sanitary authorities, at a confer- 
ence today, discussed the eventual 
closing of the harbor unless the epi- 
demic speedilv subsides. 
Lonpox, ‘Aug. 24.—A Hamburg 

special says: ‘Cholera has appeared 
in all parts of the city and suburbs, 
though it is worse in the harbor quar- 
ter. Yesterday there were 340 casés 
and 180 deaths. Several of the worst 
infected streets have been closed. Dr. 
Koch declares that he has found several 
ca8es of true Asiaticcholera. The tem- 

perature is 97° in the shade. a 

The Hamburg correspondent of ‘the 
Standard says: ‘‘The empidemic has 
spread from Hamburg to the other side 
of the Elbe, ani to Waldsbeck, the 
northern suburb of Hamburg.”’

THE TRANSCONTINENTALS. 


Members of the Association in Session In 
New York. 

New Yorn, Ang, 24.—[By the 
ciated - Press. | meeting of the 
Transcontinental Association began to- 
day. The principal object of the meet- 
ing isthe settlement of the question 
relative to the matter of that division 
of the payment of the subsidy to the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company. The 
general impression seems to be that the 
Southern Pacific Company will be asked 
to pay the entire amount.

The discussions were 
informal, that concerning the reduction 
of eastbound freight rates, so that the 
roads of the association could compete 
with American clipper ships sailing 
from San Francisco to New York, tak- 
ing up most of the afternoon.

The cars are a ton 
lighter in weight than the trolley cars, 
with the same seating capacity. They 
run without that whizzing sound that is 
so disagreeable a feature of the trolleys. 
They go over 8 percent. grades without 
any appreciable diminuation of speed, 
which is at the rate of ten miles an hour. 
This rate is quite as fast as would be safe 
on any city surface road. Further than 
this, the operators of the Milford road 
say that the method as now developed 
furnishes a motive power as cheap as, 
if not actually cheaper than, the trol- 
ley. If this information be trust- 
worthy, it is unlikely that the company 
seeking the trolley concession will have 
any further use for it, fora cheap mo- 
tive power was the consideration in 
view. That the trolley system may 
soon be abolished in favor of this better 
and safer method of propelling cars in 
the streets is a matter for general con- 
gratulation.

The committee gran ted in the contest- 
ing wards the right to partiesso wish- 
ing to place two men within the polls 
to be present at the polling and count- 
ing of the votes.

An Unfinished Contest. 

Finding itself unable to agree upon a 
nomination, the Democratic Congres- 
sional Convention at Santa Barbara ad- 
journed yesterday atternoon to meet 
again in Los Angeles on the 10th of 
September.

A late issue of the Engineering Maga- 
zine contains a communication from 
Gen. Haupt, a civil engineer of some 
distinction, who advances the claims of 
compressed air as a motor for street 
railroads, preferable to either horse- 
power, electricity or cable. Gen. Haupt 
thinks that this is one of the inventions 
which has been crowded aside in the 
general advance in mechanical engi- 
neering and that pneumatic propulsion 
is bound to assert its advantages before 
a great while. He says that $20,000 
will supply a plant which will charge 
one cara minute. Acar can be run ten 
miles on a level road with 160 cubic 
fect of air in the reservoirs with an 


is no danger of an explosion unless at 
the time of charging the reservoirs. 
In the application of the power there is 
neither noise, smoke nor cinders. A 
speed oftwelve miles an hourcan be 
attained, and acar can be stopped 
within its ownlength. Stiff grades can 
be climbed and in descending grades 
the motor cylinders act as brakes and air 
pumps combined and in part recharge the 
reservoirs, Thus, in descending 2100 
feet of grade in a test sufficient air was 
pumped back against a 200-pound 
pressure to raise this gauge seven 
pounds.

The Santa Fe Right-of-way Cases 
Concluded. 


The Jury Assesses the Damages at 


An Interesting Controversy Arising 
from an East Side Land Deal. 


Other Matters of Interest Gleaned from 
the Various Departments of 
Justice — New. 

Sults. 


In Department Six yesterday the trial 
of the South Santa Monica right-of- 
way condemnation suits was resumed 
before Judge McKinley and a jury. 
Seven witnesses were examined for the 
plaintiff, and at the close of their testi- 
mony the case was closed. After a 
brief argument the special issues on 
the question of damages were submitted 
to the jury, which body retired at 3:30 
o’clock p.m. After a deliberation of 
two hours’ duration the jurors returned 
into court with their verdict, which 
was inthe following form: 

. What was the value on June 2, 1892, 
ofthedefendant’s . . interest in the 
parcel of land described in the complaint 
which is sought to be taken for railroad 
purposes, to wit, fifteen feet on the extreme 
east end of lot —-, bl 2, of South Santa 


Monica, prolonged to the center line of Lu- 
cas avenue? 


Q. What amount of damages will accrue 
to the remaining portioniofsaidlot ... 
after the severance therefrom of the piece 
or portion thereof sought to be condemned 
by reason of such severance and the con- 
struction of ‘said railroad in the manner 
proposed by plaintiff: 

In response to the first of these quer- 
ies the jury assessed the interest of the 
defendants inthe fifteen feet strip at 
$5 each. The responses to the second 
question were as follows: Mary E. 
Stoll, lot 14, $225; Simon Stoll, lot 
15, $200; John S. Thayer, lot 16, 
$250; F. X. Eberle, lot 17, $200; F. 
X. Eberle and Victor Ponet, lot 18, 


each. 


During the absence ofthe jury, the 
case was tried upon the other issues by 
Judge McKinley, whoat the close of 
the testimony found for the plaintiff 
corporation as prayed for. 

AN EAST SIDE LAND CASE. 

Judge Clark tried the case of James 
Quill vs. A. Jacoby and L. Thorne, an 
action to recover $1107.33, alleged to 
have been paid on a contract for the 
sale of a piece of land, withthe terms 
of which defendants failed to comply, 
in Department Two yesterday, Messrs. 
Judson and Hester appearing for the 
plaintiff, and Messrs. Graff and Latham 
representing the defendants. 

Plaintiff alieged that in 1887 he 
entered into an agreement with defen- 
dants, whereby they agreed to sell him 
two lots in their subdivision of part of 


the Blow tract, situated on the east’ 


side of the river, opposite the Santa Fé 
depot, and further agreed to build a 
levee on the west side of the land be- 
fore the last payment became due, 
after he had made his second payments, 


and the third became due, he notified 


aiefendants that as they had not ful- 
filled their part of the contract in that 
they had not built the promised levee, 
he wanted his money back and the con- 
tract rescinded. They refused to do 
this, however, and he therefore brought 
this suit to compel them to do so.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


The Transcontinental Meeting 
and the Mail Subsidy. 


Wins a Right-of-way | 


The Santa Fe 
Case, 


The Overland Passenger Rates are 
Remaining Firm. 


Canadian Pacific Party fora Trip Around 
the World—Fast Run on the 
Santa Fe—Local 
Notes, 


The outcome of the transcontinental 
meeting in New York is being watched 
with much interest in all quarters of 
the country. In commenting on this 
subject the Chicago Herald says that 
the Pacific Mail subsidy and the pro- 
posed reductions in east-bound rates 
from San Francisco are matters in 
which the Southern Pacific must grant 
concessions. In spite of President 
Huntington’s statement to the con- 
trary, the subsidy cost over $300,000 
in cash last year. The Southern Pacific 
admittedly profited the most by this 
subsidy and paid more of it than any 
other member of the association, 
but under the present demoralized 
ocean rates the subsidy might as well 
be given to an inhabitant of Mars. 
Right here comes the argument of the 
other transcontinental lines that the 
Southern Pacific is responsible for this 
demoralization in rates. Two years 
ago they all favored a reduction in 
east-bound rates, It was shown that 
large numbers of merghants in Cleve- 
land, Toledo, Chicago and as far west 
as Kansas City found it profitable to 
ship to and from New York by rail and 
by ocean around Cape Horn to and from | 
San Francisco rather than pay the rail 
rates direct. Rates were in all cases 
lower from Kansas City via New York 
and Cape Horn to San Francisco than 
directly overland. If the element of 
time did not figure largely the rounda- 
bout but cheaper route was always used, 
SCRARBHEAP. 

The Santa Fé Company yesterday 
won its last Santa Monica right-of-way 
suit, as noted in the court column of 
this paper. | 
The Rock Island route is in the cut 
rate to the East and has its own line 
from Denver to Chicago. Now all the

find- deservings. Andin view of the fact that 
all assaults to commit felonies can be 
prosecuted as attempts, we can see no ob- 
ject in carrying the discussion of the sub. 


In this case the appellant-had the present 


officer was upon the roof, and knowing that 
fact he fired through the roof with the full 
determination of killing him. The fact 
that he was mistaken in judgment as to 
the exact spot where his intended victim 
was located wasimmaterial. That the shot 
did not fulfill the mission intended was not 
attributable to forebearance or kindness of 
heart upon defendant's part; neither did 
the officer escape by reasonof the fact of 
his being.so far distant that the deadly 
missile could do him no harm. He wassuf- 
ficiently near to be killed from a. bullet 
from the pistol, and his antagonist fred 
with the fntent of killing him. Ap- 
pellant’s mistake as to the _ police- 
man’s exact location upon the roof affords 
no excuse for his act, and causes the act to 
be no less an assault. These acts disclose 
an assault to murder as fully as though a 
person should fire into a house with the in- 
tention of killing the occupant, who fortu- 
nately escaped the range of the bullet. 
(Conley vs. State, 10 Tenn. at The fact 
that the shots were directed indiscrimi- 
nately into the house rather than that the 


intended murderer calculated that the oc- 


cupant was located at a particular spot. 
and then trained his fire to that point, could 
not affect the question. The assault would 
be complete and entire in eithercase. Ifa 
man intending murder, being in darkness 
and guided by sound only, should fire, and 
the bullet should pierce the spot where the 

arjy was supposed to be, by a mistake in 

earing, the intended victim was not at the 
point of danger, but some distance there- 
from, and yet within reach of the pistol 
ball, the crime of assault to commit murder 
would be made out, for the unlawful at- 
tempt and present ability are found coup- 
led together. If appellant's aim had 
not been good, or if through fright 
or accident when pointing the weapon or 

ulling the trigger, or if the ball had been 
Neflected in its course from the intended 
point of attack, and by reason of the occur- 
rence of any one of these contingencies the 
party had been shot and killed, a murder 
would have been committed. Such being 
the tact, the assault is established. 

The fact of itself that the policeman was 
two feet or ten feet from the spot where 
the fire was directed, or that he was at the 
right hand, or the left hand, or behind the 
defendent at the time the shot was fired, is 
immaterial upon this question. That ele- 
ment of the case does not go to the question 
of present ability, but pertains to the un- 
lawful attempt.

The Charles Palmer case was again 
taken up in Justice Austin’s department 
of the Police Court at 4 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon, but was not concluded 
for the reason that one of Palmer’s 
witnesses at Pasadena has not yet been 
found.
